Class “A” perm its 
th e yolk to be slightly oft center 
and the air space slightly larger. 
In Class ”B ’’ the shell can be 
slightly off perfect, and it perm its 
greater variations in the size of the 
air space and the location of the 
yolk.

George Peart, a native of England 
and now a naturalized citizen re­ 
siding in Littlestown, told about 
life in his native country at the 
weekly meeting of tile Rotary Club 
Tuesday evening at Schottle’s. Mr. 
P eart is a son-in-law of C. Theo­ 
dore Eline, Lit tlestown, and is super­ 
visor of the aluminum molding room 
of the Littlestown Hardware and 
Foundry Company. 


The speaker, who was introducel 
by L. Robert Synder, chairm an of 
Hie International Service commit­ 
tee, became an apprentice molder 
after leaving school in his home 
town. In 1940 he joined the Royal 
Air Force as a flight engineer and 
after 32 missions over Germany was 
sent to Kingston, Canada, in 1943, 
to train RAF crews. It was here 
th a t he me his future wife, Miss A. 
K atherine Eline, while she was on 
a vacation in Kingston. Mr. Peart 
ret unled to England in November, 
1944. and was discharged in 1946, 
when he returned to his former 
molding job.
